I do know, how- 
evar, that I vaa criticising the Teanaters aeveraly for 
papar locals and awaethaart contracta. 

1 isuat say, howevar, that 1 have been dlaappolntcd In 
Mr. Hof fa during hla tarn In office. I had hoped that he 
would uati hla graat ability and power to clean out the 
corrupt elenanta In tha union. Mr. Hof fa haa achieved a 
graat daal In hla llfa and daaervaa much credit for reaching 
the stage that ha haa attalnad. My deaply fait hope was that 
he would not ba aatlaflad with obtaining power, but would 
rathar laava hla nark In hlatory aa a great labor leader who 
had halpad raatora Integrity to one of the most powerful 
unions In our country. Frankly, I have not seen any evidence 
of such a davalopnent. It 1» atlll not too late. 

Bat urnlng to ny Baltimore talk, I am quite sure that Mr, 
Hof fa would not ba cheared by buslnesa for cleaning out the 
bovs that can ba bought. Hu would only have the satlafactlon 
of knowing that ha haa dona a real service to his members and 
to hla country at a tine when we need every possible element 
of moral atrangth.
